After years of research, study, and investigation a group of 
California Democrats joined together In an organisation called 
DEMOCRATS UNITED FOR AMERICA. The purpose of this organisation 
was to attempt to publicise and expose the rapid Infiltration 
and growth of comnunlsts and radicals into the democratic party. 

Later, when It became known that the communist platform advocated 
their sienbers moving Into both political parties, a group of 
patriotic republicans founded a similar organisation called 
REPUBLICANS UNITED FOR AMERICA. 

It soon became apparent that the plans and objectives of both 
of these groups were quite similar, namely, to stop the communist 
and radical Infiltration In the political field. This led to an 
exchange of Information and Ideas by the leaders of these groups 
and subsequently to numerous discussions and conferences between 
the directors of the two organisations. 

After many such meetings It was mutually agreed that the democrats 
and the republicans In this particular instance were Involved In 
a campaign Where the results could perhaps be best accomplished 
if there was one central group or organisation that could acquire, 
evaluate, and disseminate all pertinent information to the respect¬ 
ive citlsens organisations for action within their own ranks. 

This new organization called CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA is a 
corporation organized under the laws of the 8tate of California. 
Offices are located at 3025 West Seventh Street, Los Angeles.

The Articles of Incorporation state the corporate purpose 1 b: 
'Specifically and primarily to promote and encourage individual 
Interest in honesty and integrity in government and in the 
principles of the United States of America's form of constitutional 
government, and to expose and oppose inroads of foreign political 
Ideologies in local, state, or federal government." 

Many individuals and groups have been publicly and privately 
fighting this menace for many years. They have expended time, 
money, and effort, but unfortunately their success has been 
limited and their activities have been ineffective primarily 
because their efforts failed to carry them into the area of politics. 

Since politics is the controlling factor in establishing and 
carrying out of laws and regulations under which we live, it is 
intended that the activities of CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA s)iall 
be directed toward the field of politics. 

The organisation la designed as an action group . We Intend to 
publicly expose all radicals, left-wingers and communists in the 
political field so that their effectiveness is rendered useless. 

The organiratlon will obtain and produce authenticated information 
to political groups, to law enforcement agencies, legislative 
committees, and to the general public. The organisation will 
provide spokesmen before the above-mentioned groups and all 
organisations fighting the red menace as well as news releases 
and bulletins. CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA Intends to center 
its all-out campaign against communists, radicals, and left-wringers, 
within the political arena. Some of our immediate objectives are: 

1. To fight against the forces trying to abolish the Bouse Un- 
American Activities Committee. 

2. To publicly oppose any and all radical candidates for public 
offices and in particular those which affect the educational 
system of the State of California. 

3. To publicly oppose any and all radical candidates for public 
offices and in particular those which effect the educational 
system of the State of California. 

4 . To have all organizations put fheir full effect and force in 
demanding a fair and equitable re-apportionment of Congressional' 
districts. 

5. To wage an all-out battle, utilizing every lawful means avail¬ 
able, such as news releases, bulletins, TV and press coverage 
and picket lines, to bring home the fact to the public con¬ 
cerning any political organization or club where we have proof 
that communists have infiltrated or that the organization is 
advocating the communist platforms or doctrines. 

6. To fight for not only the continuance, but the strengthening, 
of Loyalty Oaths.

There are approximately 140 organizations in the State of 
California dedicated to the purpose of breaking the communist 
infiltration into our state. Many leaders representing these 
organizations have met under one roof on several sccasions 
for the Intent and purpose of banding together n an expression 
of power. The organizations, through 6pokesnen, have expressed 
the desire of having CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA, assist them 
In organizational procedure which includes the dissemination 
of factual information to them. They readily aanit they do not 
know exactly what to do in order to make their vc.lce heard as 
they are lacking in professional leadership. Ht CITIZENS UNITED 
FOR AMERICA, will take on this project. In this vay we will all 
gain political achievements with the help of nor.-politlcal 
organizations. 

By acting as a central focal point, CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA 
will be in a position to offer expedient and efficient organizat¬ 
ional assistance to any group in any specific iru where there 
is a need for help in combating a local problem. When and If 
necessary, our organization will call upon many of the other 
groups to send their experienced leaders and menoers to aid in any 
local problem. 

Our research section has accumulated extensive material in files 
on various subjects and numerous Individuals. Me have gathered 
data from Congressional Records, committee report*, federal and 
state agencies as well as from other confidential sources which 
cannot be listed. Our Investigators have established contacts 
in the police departments, in the legislative brioches, in the 
news world, and with numerous investigative bodies. 

As fast as information is received by our office it is evaluated, 
verified, and if possible, substantiated, then immediately for¬ 
warded on to the appropriate groups for further art ion. 

The effectiveness of this procedure and the excellent results 
which can be obtained from it have been apparent to many of you 
in same of the projects we have recently undertaken. 

A great deal of our Information Is already bain? made available 
to your respective groups. The accomplishments you have received 
also speak for themselves. Much has been done, we all know 
there Is a great deal more to do. Me have Just begun to fight. 

Our files are no good Just sitting in our office. Me offer them 
to your leaders. We want to continue giving yov this Information 
and we want to continue obtaining information. 

There are many instances where we must all Join together In a 
particular fight or project. There are also other occasions when 
each respective group must act alone within Its own community. 

It Is here where CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA will be of the greatest 
help. By accumulating reports and material froa all over the atate 
and the country your leaders may find that unbeknown to anyone in 
your organization, same patriotic group in another part of our 
state or in some other state has already been confronted with a 
similar problem. It may well be that our files will disclose how 
this other group fought and how they successfully overcame the 
problem. There will be many occasions when new communists will 
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enter your community whether they be teachers, politicians, or 
laborers. You are all familiar enough with the conznunist tactics 
to know that their members go from place to place wherever and 
whenever directed by their leaders. 

Through our sources of Information here in our Los Angeles office 
or from our Washington, D.C. office, we may be able to provide 
you with sufficient material to start facing this problem before 
it gets out of control or before untold or Irreparable damage has 
been done. 

Your organisations have often In the past been confronted with 
situations where you suspected some individual or organisation 
but before taking any specific action you wanted confirmation 
or verification on this Individual or group. In many Instances you 
have found It necessary to contact other people In other groups 
usually at their convenience before you could obtain sufficient 
information to move ahead. 

We all know there has been a crying need for some central group 
where Information could be turned In and where Information could 
be readily obtained. We new have such an organization and In 
affect, it belongs to you. It belongs to every patriotic group 
that Is engaged in preserving American traditions and In fighting 
the communist menace. 

CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA has grown so rapidly since organizing 
that the demand for our help Is now at the point where In order 
to successfully accomplish our objectives it is necessary for us 
to adopt a procedural method whereby we can increase our assistance 
to your groups and yet continue to expand our own material and files. 

To date, we have made available all information which we had at our 
disposal to any Individual in any group who called upon us for 
help. It oftentimes turned out that three or four people from the 
same group were calling in person or on the phone and acquiring 
data or Information from us pertaining to the same subject for the 
same individual. 

We have already discussed this situation with many of your leadars 
and we believe that this new plan will provide a faster, more 
thorough and more efficient service to your respective groups. 

The only other unified action of the patriotic organizations fighting 
communism in California has been the separate co-ordinated councils 
formed in various areas. Until CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA was 
organized, there was no central organization where Information 
could be sent. There was no group that could verify information 
and there was not group from which information could be quickly 
obtained. Now this service Is available to each and every organis¬ 
ation through CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA. 

But, from now on. It is our intention to limit the availability of 
our Information. To effectively carry out our operation It Is 
necessary that henceforth we deal with either the leaders of each 
organization or with one or two, no more than two members from each 
group. 
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By so Uniting or restricting our resources we can maintain a 
much closer relationship with these liason officers. It will 
be incumbent upon them to obtain the Information required for 
any project their group Is engaged in. In turn. It will be 
Incumbent upon them to keep our office Informed as to what 
projects are taking place. They will supply us with newly 
acquired information which we in turn will verify and substantiate 
and ixsnediately make available to all groups. 

As we acquire information. <ovr staff will evaluate the same, we 
will then have our writers prepare timely bulletins and we will 
keep every group informed on all current and lsportant Issues. 

We will arrange for help with personnel, speakers, writers, and 
investigators, as well as information. Under our set-up we will 
have available top leaders and experts in the fields of education, 
narcotics, pornographic literature, and waste and corruption in 
government. 

It is our intention to have the leaders of your groups or the 
appointed liason officers attend monthly or bi-monthly meeting. 

In addition to deriving untold benefits from leading experts, 
they will be able to openly discuss their local problems. They 
can carefully analyze and formulate coordinated plans of action. 
They will be able to render mutual aid and assistance to each 
others groups. 

CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA is now preparing a classroom to be 
used as a meeting place for discussions between the leaders of 
your various groups. We plan to have this roam adequately 
equipped to hold an extensive library on ant 1 -coranunlStic material. 
Also, it is our plan to make available without charge this meeting 
roam for not only these monthly or bi-monthly meetings of leaders 
but also for individual organizations when possible. 

On numerous occasions your groups have requested information or 
have sent members to Washington D.C. for the purpose of acquiring 
information or obtaining assistance. CITIZENS UNITED FOR AMERICA'S 
Washington D.C. office will be available to all your organizations 
for the purpose of obtaining information. Our staff will render 
assistance not only in obtaining material but in keeping your, 
groups informed about all bills adverse to the objectives and 
purposes for which we are working. 1 

We will be able to keep committees, congressional members and 
federal agencies informed on what local groups are doing and on 
what assistance local groups require. We will be in a position 
to appear before these governmental groups and impress upon them 
the feelings, the desires, and the demands of patriotic groups who 
are engaged in this great struggle for the preservation of American 
freedoms. 

We offer as our contribution to this battle all of the above 
listed services. In return, we expect your groups to keep us 
Informed of your activities and to supply us with information. 

But most important of all, we expect you to take an active part 
in making use of the service to better enable you to carry on the 
fight against the coranunlst menace.

This is not information from under-cover agents, nor is it deduction or theory. It is plain 
brazen fact, found in statements by the leaders of the U.S. Communist movement about what 
they plan to do, why they plan to do it and how they plan to do it. 

In the present public discussion of Communism, many Americans are learning about the 
numerous fronts spawned by Communists in the past. This is current history. 

Following the long tradition of Communist propaganda semantics, the name of their new 
nation-wide front is THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY FOR DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS. 

The new front will be unveiled at an assemblage of delegates from across the nation, answer¬ 
ing a call from an "ad hoc” committee, in New York City, September 22-24. (SEE, Exhibit A, 
from the Communist "WORKER,” on page 2.) 

The U.S. Communists have been forced into this move by the June 5, 1961, U.S. Supreme 
Court decisions, relating to the Smith Act and McCarran Act, which deal with control of subversion. 

The Communists consider this so important that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, national 
chairman of the party, and GUS HALL, Mo scow-trained general secretary, have issued special 
strategy and propaganda analyses to instruct party membership and adherents in the August, 
1961, issue of "POLITICAL AFFAIRS,” the monthly theoretical and tactical publication of the 
party, edited by HERBERT APTIIEKER. 

These Communist instructions are being widely reprinted in Party periodicals and in pam¬ 
phlet form for mass circulation, along with a paper back book by APTHEKER, "THE 1961 ANTI¬ 
COMMUNIST DECISIONS.” (SEE, Exhibits B and C). 

U.S. Communists now have their official instructions to push this program into every segment 
of American life with special emphasis on labor, farmers, youth, racial minorities, religious groups 
and the professions. 

The Communist NATIONAL ASSEMBLY FOR DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS is basically a defense 
front. Its purpose is to mobilize national pressure on the majority of the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which rendered the Smith Act and McCarren Act decisions* on the Attorney General and on Congress. 
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The central theme of the Communist campaign is to revive their 
standard technique of labeling opposition to Communism as Fascist; 
and to argue, as ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN puts it, that both 
decisions of the Supreme Court: "serve, for the first time in our 
history, to outlaw a legitir ie political party."

President, the Attorney General, the Congress and the 
Supreme Court. Their determination to reverse the Supreme 
Court decisions on the Smith and McCarran Acts indicates 
that they are desperate and willing to go all out to save 
themselves.

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NEW PERIOD OF COMMUNIST STRATEGY 
WILL AFFECT EVERYONE IN POLITICS 

American citizens now face a new period of national Communist propaganda strategy and tactics 
which will affect them directly during the coming year. The new phase will be different from what many of 
them ever have seen before. A special feature is that it will operate most intensively at the political level 
and few politicians will be exempt from its impact. 

Communist spokesmen and their sycophants will avail themselves of every opportunity to gain 
an audience and their influence will be insinuated into any organization unable to detect and resist it. 

Perhaps the hardest job of all in meeting this new Communist push will be that which falls to 
our two major political parties if they earnestly desire to weed out subversives and appeasers. 

With so much apparently respectable support for the many current programs that must inevitably 
inure to the benefit of the Communists, it definitely is time to recognize the problem and determine what 
must be done about it. 

The crux of understanding this problem clearly is that basically we are faced with political con¬ 
siderations. Now that Communism is engaged in a gigantic, integrated program (See: Bulletins 2-4) we 
can not deal with it on street corners, in club rooms or in discussion groups. The final question of victor« 
or defeat will be resolved in the political arena and nowhere else. 

Defiantly, the Communists have vowed to resist not only the June, 1961, decisions on the Smith 
and McCarran Acts, but any attempt to enforce them. Thereby they have pledged themselves to a last 
ditch fight that will use every form of legal delaying action as well as a concerted nationwide campaign 
of propaganda and political subversion. 

As the controversy builds in intensity, Communist leaders issue directives' for their program and 
boast about mobilizing “distinguished and important leaders and organizations” in their behalf. (For a 
typical example out of hundreds, SEE: Exhibit A, Page 10.) 

In a recent editorial in their monthly theoretical organ, POLITICAL AFFAIRS, the Communists 
put forth an official attitude in an insolent challenge: 

“What do these neo-fascist concocters of drag-nets think we Communists are? Do they think we 
will admit perjury like Van Doren and then receive a ‘God bless you’ from some two-bit politi¬ 
cian? Do they think we will boast of being dupes and dopes like some whining and craven 
creature who wants to protect his 11,000 a-week job? Do they think we will 'confess' to having 
been‘spies'like Whittaker Chambers so that we can make a million dollars writing‘confessions’ 
for Life magazine and religiously-flavored ‘inspirationals* for Hearst? These neo-fascist falsi¬ 
fiers and would-be Hitlers must think we are what they are."

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Anyone who will take the time to rend and analyze 
POLITICAL AFFAIRS; THE WORKER, twice-weekly 
national newspaper of the party; THE PEOPLE’S 
WORLD, western states newspaper of the party; THE 
NATIONAL GUARDIAN; and the flood of pamphlets, 
hooks and front group publications, cited in oar docu- 
mentation in Bulletin No. 4, will quickly discover two 
important facts: 

(1) The Communist propaganda line is based on 
tryingto convince Americans that any investi¬ 
gation, legislation, prosecution and ISO¬ 
LATION of Communists in positions of 
influence is an attack on the Constitutional 
rights of all Americans; and 

(2) Furthermore, it is supported and articulated 
by citizens in positions of importance in 
communications media, in some of our 
churches, in labor unions, in civic organiza¬ 
tions, in business, and especially, in the 
world of politics. While these people will in¬ 
dignantly deny that they are Communists, most 
of them are addicted to socialism and have 
worked energetically at trying to remold our 
republic form of Constitutional government. 

It certainly muBt be baffling to many Americans, 
particularly the younger generationa, how Communists 
would have the gall to promote such a program at a 
time when Soviet nuclear testing has revolted the 
world and the Kremlin continues to create crisis after 
crisis around the globe. The answer is readily ap¬ 
parent to those who have closely studied the history 
of Communist activity. 

THE FACT IS THAT THE U. S. COMMUNISTS 
HAVE SUCCESSFULLY MANIPULATED .SUCH A 
PROPAGANDA PROGRAM ON SEVERAL OCCA¬ 
SIONS UNDER ADVERSE CONDITIONS. 

From the massacres of the 1919 Red revolution, 
the days of the Hitler-Stalin Pact, the imperialist 
confinement of once free nations behind the Iron Cur¬ 
tain down to Korea and Hungary, the Communists 
ALWAYS have been able to mobilize allies to give 
them protection. 

Recently the latest Communist figure, Cheddi 
Jagan, fresh from an election victory in British Guiana, 
appeared in Washington, insolently demanding that 
sympathetic persons in our government dip into the 
U. S. Treasury for millions to finance his openly- 
proclaimed socialist government. 

Tbe present showdown with Communism has been 
long in coming and still is too inconclusive to guar¬ 
antee anti-Communist success. 


To make this showdown conclusive demands that 
Hie issue be pinpointed with fscta. Today the weight 
of U. S. Communist activity, integrated with Soviet 
nuclear and political blackmail, affects every political 
figure in the Nation.'The reaction of individuals in 
public office, as well as political organizations, to 
this intimidation should certainly be a determining 
factor as to who should occupy public office. There 
can be no question of the importance of this consider¬ 
ation. It is incumbent on all of us to be factual, dis¬ 
passionate and non-partisan in am approach to auch 
a vital problem. 

This is not just a matter of the politician alone. 
The danger really lies in the fact that our represent¬ 
atives deal with and decide upon hundreds of different 
issues that singly seem to be relatively insignificant 
but collectively can have a tremendous impact on 
American affairs. If too many of these key decisions 
are favorable to the ambitions of Communism, the 
sum total can be devastating. 

There are hundreds of obvious example^ where 
the contest must be waged at the political level. We 
are constantly faced with such questions as whether 
or not Commnnists should be allowed free and un¬ 
restricted use of our publicly owned school facilities 
and if Communist-controlled trade unions, constant 
threats to our defense and security, should be afforded 
protection under our labor laws, designed, initially, 
to benefit legitimate American unions. 

The attack on this problem must be made by every 
organized American group, acting through established 
procedure to obtain the facts and present their de¬ 
mands in the political arena at every level. 

One desperately needed move in this struggle is 
to provide younger people, some of whom were in 
rompers when many of the key Communist programs 
were promoted, with well-rounded background infor¬ 
mation and knowledge of the practical application by 
Communists of their theories of strategy and tactics. 

This is a basic function of Citizens United for 
America. We are providing information from authentic 
documentation and from a group of former under-cover 
agents for the FBI and other intelligence agencies, 
who penetrated into the Communist apparatus. Also, 
we are cooperating with other responsible groups in 
developing practical training programs. 

We have a large amount of research information 
and out-of-print official reports from which we provide 
highlights for the benefit of interested citizens. 

Beginning with the 1920 Lusk Report hundreds 
of public investigations have exposed the sinister 
U. S. Communists down to this lime. In view of the 
tremendous amount of indisputable evidence available 
it is hard to understand why the situation has not 
been resolved more satisfactorily. 


There ere two basic reasons for this failure. One 
is that the Communists put out far MORE material 
than all the reports resulting from official investi¬ 
gations combined. The second ia the amazingly suc¬ 
cessful “divide and_conquer" tactic employed by the 
Communists to harrass public officiala, law enforce¬ 
ment agencies and patriotic, veteran and fraternal 
groups. 

A classic case of such a tactic ia the concerted 
attack on the American Legion. Examples have oc¬ 
curred in California this year, instigated by the 
Communists and implemented by certain newspapers 
and columnists, blasting the American Legion of 
California for its patriotic and anti-Communist 
resolutions of the 1961 state convention at Long 
Beach. 

Using the “divide and conquer" technique of 
claiming that the patriotic resolutions were the work 
of a few “bosses", one newspaper went so far as to 
denounce the Legion resolution opposing Castro-ism 
in language more abusive and distorted than the 
propaganda material distributed by Castro front groups 
in this country. 


By the claim that only “bosses” are responsible 
for anti-Communist activities, American war veterans 
are equated with the Communist conspiracy and are 
justifiably angered by such s slur. 

’ Repetition of these tactics must be watched for 
in the months ahead as the U. S. Communists strike 
out with the same defense program they have operated 
so effectively in the past. 

There are numerous public examples of the open 
and brazen operation of all or parts of this program 
in California at many levels of our community life. 
As we approach the 1962 elections we can not afford 
to make mistakes about those selected sb candidates 
for public office or their selectors and endorsers. 

We must immediately establish from facts and 
sensible analyses clear and understandable yardsticks 
to guide us in making sound political decisions. 
While there are other important considerations, the 
overriding issue is whether or not some of our poli¬ 
ticians deserve the support of patriotic Americans. 
This can be determined by scrutinizing his record of 
dealing with the advance of Communism.

At least one 
former informant, Mrs. Moiselle Clinger, holds positions with Citizens 
United for America, Incorporated (CtrA), and Silent Guardians 
Association. Incorporated (SGA), and four former informants, Virgil 
Clinger, Julia C. lirown, Steven Wereb and Karl Prussion are officers 
of SGA. Democrats United for America, Incorporated (DUFA), is 
apparently inactive having been replaced by CUFA. SGA. CUFA and 
Citizens United-Press, Incorporated, are located at 270 South 
Alexandria Avenue, Los Angeles 4, California. 

Albert Ja rtpgpgpfllri 
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MacDonald was described in 1961 as having been in the 
Los Angeles area for approximately five years and to have previously 
served as a political worker for President Kennedy in the East. After 
arriving in Los Angeles, ho workod for California Democratic State 
Senator Richard Richards. He at-© served as a Political Organiser for r_ 
Governor Edmund G. Brown during the time that Brown was running against - 
former United States Senator tiilliam Knowland for the position of 
Governor of California. MacDonald subsequently became an avowed enemy 
of Governor Brown. (62-106S26) # 

MacDonald was responsible for forming groups known as 
DUFA, and Republicans United for America, Incorporated (RIFA). The 
CUFA was formed by consolidating those two groups. The only reference 
in Bufiles to the RUFA is contained in a press release put out by 
MacDonald when CIFA was first announced. MacDonald has boon desert I 
(1961) as having 14 years experience as an Industrial Consultant, e 
Public Relations Director and Political Organizer. MacDonald has never 
been an informant of this Bureau and recent file reviews did not reveal 
any derogatory information concerning him.

There are two key factors that go hand in hand 
if one is to intelligently oppose Communist tactics. 

The first is the employment of documented 
material dealing with Communist activities. 

The second is informed, effective refutation of 
the widespread Communist propaganda promotion 
that now blankets the nation. 

To further the efforts of responsible opponents 
of Communism and its allied ideologies, C.U.A. 
continues to expand these factors. 

As a result of C.U.A.'s advance notice about 
the N.A.D.R., several interesting developments have 
occured. While some elements of our news media 
chose to ignore the matter, others did not and the 
situation became, to a degree, a matter of public 
knowledge. Furthermore, the subsequent hearings by 
a congressional committee caused additional atten¬ 
tion to be focused on the N.A.D.R. and especially 
on some of its insolently uncooperative promoters. 

Now it is publicly known that some 3,000 Com¬ 
munists and their allies came from all over the nation 
to New York City, September 22-24, to organize a 
national pressure campaign against the June, 1961, 
Supreme Court decisions on the Smith and McCarran 
Acts. 

It should be noted for the record that this latest 
front, the NATIONAL ASSEMBLY FOR DEMOCRA¬ 
TIC RIGHTS, is the direct lineal successor, through 
the persons of sponsors, officers, speakers, writers 
and interlocking alliances with other Communist 
activities, to a long line of such fronts reaching as 
far back as World War One. 

The original key Communist defense front was 
the INTERNATIONAL LABOR DEFENSE, which 
was directed from Moscow. As various shifts of 
strategy and tactics took place, names were changed 
to suit each period. 
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DANGER FROM WITHIN 
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The complete facts on these communist detense 
fropts, from 1919 on, are a matter of privileged, 
quotable public record in the official reports and 
transcripts of legislative investigation, from the 
Lusk Committee of the New York legislature in 1920 
to last week’s hearings before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. 

The nation-wide organization of this intense 
drive by U. S. Communists provides effective mater- 
ial for demonstrating the use of the second key 
factor in opposing subversive intrigue. 

The operation of the N. A. D. R. and its related 
propaganda promotion gives us a chance to refute, 
with facts, a most serious effort to gain protection 
under our much abused Constitution for a movement 
ideologically opposed to everything embodied in 
that historic document. 

A major product of this hypocrisy is the widely 
circulated argument that we need not fear any dan¬ 
ger from domestic Communism. This false idea is 
being spread by thousands of prominent individuals, 
many in places of great influence. 

It is also the backbone of the related propa¬ 
ganda line that anyone who expresses concern about 
Communist activity within the U.S. is doing so 
for naive or ulterior purposes. 

Another consistent and parallel propaganda 
line is that of repeated attacks on all law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, from the FBI to the local police 
departments and the constant harassment of any 
legislator who raises the Communist issue. 

Many of the people energetically promoting 
this pro-Communist propaganda line vow that they 
are not Communists or pro-Communist. They mini¬ 
mize the threat of internal subversion and council 
against those who speak of it. They patronizingly 
suggest that vocal anti-Communists are tilting with 
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windmills and even that some may secretly be Fa- 
cists. By embairassment and intimidation they try 
to silence these voices. Stridently they insist that 
Russia and Red China constitute the only serious 
threat. Strangely enoupji, the pick-pocket uses the 
same psychology when he has designs on your 
valuables. 

Why, then, do these avowed non-Communists 
spend so much energy, time, and money attacking 
those who speak out against internal Communism? 
Could it be that they are ignorant of the threat; 
are they naive; or is there an underlying reason 
which we should suspect and fear? 

It is time to do something positive about this 
phony propaganda. Let us use some common sense 
and an adding machine. 

It costs as much to pay for a national meeting, 
such as that held by N. A. D. R., as for any average 
convention. Travel costs alone for the "delegates" 
could not have been under 130,000. 

The N. A. D. R. participants were invited 
by a half-page advertisement in the NATIONAL 
GUARDIAN, almost identical to a previous adver¬ 
tisement in THE WORKER, to visit the top Com¬ 
munist propaganda center, THE JEFFERSON BOOK 
STORE, and purchase pro-Corarounist books, pamph¬ 
lets and periodicals. 

Pages 6-7 contain a reproduction of this cur¬ 
rent refutation by Communists themselves of the con¬ 
fused idea that critics of U. S. Communism are 
talking about a lot of old, out-dated publications 
and theories. 

The Communists would not be selling them to¬ 
day if they were old or out-dated. They are promoting 
and circulating, in only ONE of their many publi¬ 
cations, material that would cost S312.40 if you 
bought every item as advertised. 

In addition, millions of dollars worth of Com¬ 
munist propaganda, foreign and domestic, is sent 
by mail every day and the tax payers of this country 
are stuck with the postal expense of this “junk 
mail". Adding to the agitation and propaganda 


material there are uncountable expenditures by those 
who, strangely enough, prefer to devote their time 
to attacking anti-Communists. 

In answer to the hackneyed theme that there 
is no danger from domestic Communism, two ques¬ 
tions arise: 

Cl) Who financed the nationwide rally to 
mobilize a defense of the Communist Party involving 
3,000 participants from all over the U. S. as well 
as the blessings of numerous local front groups 
■and publications? 

(2) Who printed and widely circulated 
millions of dollars worth of Communist and pro- 
Communist books, pamphlets and periodicals sup¬ 
porting the N. A. D. R. program? 

Citizens United for America believes that an 
application of common sense and mathematics will 
demonstrate that the idea that we have no Communist 
problem in this country is fraudulent. 

From the validity of our facts it is dear there 
are large numbers of influential individuals who 
very possibily are either uninformed or badly con¬ 
fused about the basic facts on Communism. 

Therefore, the problem seems to be a question 
of who is confused and who is not. In the case of 
the confused, education on the subject should help 
them realize its serious nature. As for those who 
are really not confused, it is a matter of determin¬ 
ing why they take such a position. Certainly they 
can’t base their stand on the claim that there are 
only about 20,000 card carrying Communists in this 
country for there are said to be even more non-card 
carriers. It is also said that a dedicated Communist 
is more than a match for a thousand uninformed, 
apathetic dtizens. Therefore, it would seem that 
there must be some ideological kinship that causes 
this sympathy between the Communist and those 
who protect him. 

Could it be that some of the donkeys and ele¬ 
phants in the public eye today are, in reality, mem¬ 
bers of a species related to the bear?

The Journal of the California Democratic Council, distributed at the Fresno Convention of the CDC in January 
of 1962, states on Page 19 that the membership of the organization is almost 100,000. Even if that figure were true, 
compared with a statewide democratic registration amounting to 3,834,603 it would still be a small minority. Based on 
their own records, we cannot reconcile their membership as being anywhere near this number. (That is, unless they 
disregard their own constitution.) 

Article VI—Dues of the California Democratic Council Constitution states that County Central Committees, 
California Young Democrat Clubs, and Assembly, County and Congressional District Councils of the California 
Democratic Council shall pay $10.00 annual dues to the California Democratic Council. Also, each California Democ¬ 
ratic Council member club shall pay $1.00 annually for each of its members. 

There are also additional dues listed as payable to the California Democratic Council but if you take the above 
and compare it with the CDCs' statement of income you will see how their assertion contradicts the facts. Under 
“Income,” the amount listed as being received from club dues is $34,379.50. 

Basic arithmetic indicates that if you deduct the amount paid by clubs ($10.00 each which must be submitted 
with their annual application) from the total amount received and listed, and a dollar for each member, the total 
membership would be less than 25,000. 

So, contrary to publicity and propaganda, this organization, whose platforms have often followed the communist 
line, is really only a small segment of the Democratic Party. It does much more harm than good and every effort 
should be extended by candidates and partisans alike to make certain that the general public is aware of the facts. 

If the leaders of the Democratic Party do not recognize the fact that this organization is contrary to the general 
public’s views, then you will see many voters changing their registration. A typical example of this is cited below in 
a newspaper article which shows that, due to differences with the California Democratic Council, an entire club 
re-registered as republicans.

WINSTON CHURCHILL’S 
DEFINITION OF COMMUNISM 

"Communism is not only a creed. It is a plan of campaign. A Communist is not only the holder 
of certain opinions; he is the pledged adept of a well thought out means of enforcing them. The anatomy 
of discontent and revolution has been studied in every phase and aspect, and a veritable drill book pre¬ 
pared in a scientific spirit for subverting all existing institutions. The method of enforcement is as much 
a part of the Communist faith as the doctrine itself. 

“At first the time-honored principles of Liberalism and Democracy are invoked to shelter the 
infant organism. Free speech, the right of public meeting, every form of lawful political agitation and 
constitutional right are paraded and asserted. Alliance is sought with every popular movement towards 
the left. 

“The creation of a mild Liberal or Socialist regime in some period of convulsion is the first mile¬ 
stone. But no sooner has this been created than it is to be overthrown. Woes and scarcity resulting from 
confusion must be exploited.

“Democracy is but a tool to be used and afterwards broken; Liberty but a sentimental folly un¬ 
worthy of the logician. 

“The absolute rule of a self-chosen oligarchy, according to the dogmas it has learned by rote, is 
to be imposed upon mankind without mitigations progressively forever. 

“All this, set out in prosy text books — written also in blood in the history of several powerful 
nations — is the Communist faith and purpose.

The Echo Park Democratic Club in Los Angeles 
County submitted an application for a charter to the Loa 
Angeles County Democratic Central Committee for the 
year 1961. 

Included among the signers was Hugh De Lacy. Mr. 

De Lacy was identified before a session of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities aa a communist and, 
when questioned concerning his communist activities, 
plead the fifth amendment. Mr. De Lacy was recently 
listed as the Vice Chairman of the Constitutional Lib¬ 
erties Information Center which is a communist front or¬ 
ganization. 

In the Echo Park Club, James Burford, who was 
listed in the application as Vice President, has .been 
identified under oath before a hearing of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities as being a communist. 

This same Echo Park Democratic Club is one which 
submitted a resolution to do away with the House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 

Our investigation at the 1962 California Democratic 
Council Convention in Fresno disclosed that a Pierre 
Mandell was a delegate representing a Los Angeles 
County Democratic Club. We have been unable to find a 
Pierre Mandell listed as a registered voter in the County 
of Los Angeles. Could it be that this man, representing 
democrats in his area, is actually not a citizen but an 
alien with an extensive Communist background?

CLINGER reportedly stated that the "Los Angeles Times," in an 
article concerning the Silent Guardians, stated that she was 
glad that the organization was in existence. 

^P^PP requested information concerning the Silent 
Guardians. He was advised that the records of the FBI are 
confidential; that the FBI is strictly a fact-finding organ¬ 
ization and does not make an evaluation or draw conclusions 
concerning any organization, individual, or publication. 

P stated that he had checked the "Los Angeles 
Times" and was unable to find the article to which Mrs. CLINGER 
allegedly referred. A check of the "Los Angeles Times" at this 
office also failed to locate this article. 

P was subsequently advised that the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, House of Representatives, Issued a 
report on 10/20/59 wherein testimony of Mrs. CLINGER is recorded, 
and it was suggested that he may wish to check this document 
for information concerning Mrs. CLINGER.

(G) SILENT GUARDIANS. INCORPORATED — Captioned organization has 
been fcJrmed in Los Angeles by a group of former security informants 
"to offer aid and assistance based upon their vast knowledge and 
experience in communist activities to those people who are deeply 
concerned with the freedom and security of our country." According 
to a press release of April 23, 1962, the officers are Moiselle 
Clinger, Julia Brown, Steven Wereb and Karl Prussion, all of whom 
have spent considerable time in undercover work. They are all 
former Bureau Informants. Albert J. McDonald is Executive Director 
and he is quoted in the press release as indicating the members 
as individuals or a group would be available on a consultation 
basis to religious groups, labor and union organizations, industrial 
leaders, educational, political and law enforcement agencies. 

McDonald has never been a Bureau informant and he has been affiliated 
with other anticommunist groups such as Democrats United for America, 
Inc., and Citizens United for America. 

All offices should be alert to the background and 
objectives of this group. Be most circumspect in dealing with any 
former informants who seek advice as to membership and avoid en¬ 
dorsing the organization in any way whatsoever. Advise promptly 
of any situations involving this group which could lead to embarrass¬ 
ment to the Bureau inasmuch as the organization is composed of 
former Bureau security informants.
